DBTBtJCTION OF OHMS." 


Too mtich stress te conteqaently laid vpm 


to* sdentiflo definition of the term "disin- 
fection.'' The committee limits its use to 
the destruction of specific mfectuous ma- 
terial which causes specific infeetuous con- 
tagious disease-tor example, Asiatic onpl- 
m, small-pox, typhoid fever, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, etc. It has been proved for 
several kinds of infectoous material that its 
specific infecting power is due to the pres- 
ence "of living micro-organisms, known in 
a general way as "disease germs," and prac- 
tical sanitation is now based upon the 
belief 
that the 
infecting 
agents in 


all kinds 
of mfectnous 
material are 


of 
this 
nature. 
"Disinfection," there- 


fore, 
according 
to 
the 
cmmittee, 


consists 
essentially in the 
destruction 


of disease germs. "There can be no partial 
disinfection of such material; either its in- 
fecting power Is destroyed or it is not In 
the latter caca there is a failure to disinfect. 
Nor can there be any disinfection in tha ab- 
MBca of infections material." 


For practical purposes this distinction is 


entirely unnecessary. Thedisinfeotantsreo- 
ommended by the committee will prevent c r 
destroy foul smells, therefore they are 
•deodorizers" as well; they will prevent or 
arrest putrefactive decomposition, therefore 
thev are also "antiseptics." A large num. 
they are also "antiseptics." A large num 
bw of the proprietary "disinfectants," so 
called, which are in the market, are simply 
deodorizer* -w antiseptics, of greater or less 
value, but are entirely untrustworthy for 
disinfecting purposes. 


CHLORIDE OP LIME. 


Premising that neither deodorizers, anti- 


septics, nor disinfectants can be relied upon 
••substitutes for cleanliness, the following 
are recommended as the most efficient and 
the cheapest disinfectants: 
Standard Solution No. 1— Dissolve chlor- 


ide of lime of the best quality in soft water, 
in the proportion of four ounces to the 
gallon. 
As the value of this solution depends upon 


the amount of chloride it contains, it is 
essential that the chloride of lime be fresh. 
Snch lime may be bought by the quantity 
for 5 cento per pound; the cost of the solu- 
tion is, therefore, less than a cents a gallon 
It is available for free ana general use in 
«iry vaults, sewers,- sink drains, refuse 
ieajB. stables, and wherever else the odor of 
the disiirfectant is not objectionable. 


A quart ortnore aday may be used in 
•a offensive vault, and such quantities as 
•Bar be necessary in other places. It may 
be used in a sprinkler in stables and else- 
wbera. In the sick-room it may be used in 
vetMls, cuspidors, etc, "Use one pint of this 
•oration for the disinfection of each dis- 
charge in cholera, typhoid fever, etc. Mix 
well and leave in vessel for at least ten min- 
utes before throwing into privy-vault or 
vater-doeet The same directions apply for 
the disinfection of vomited matters. In- 
fected sputa™ should be discharged directly 
<nto a cup half full of the solution. 


HIGHLY POISONOTJS. 


Standard Solution No. a. -Dissolve cor- 
TOdvesublimate and permanganate of pot- 
ash in soft water in the propootion of two 
SMUM of each salt to the gallon. 


This is to be used for the same purposes 


aatd in the same way as standard solution 
HaJ. It Is equally effective, but it is mec- 
anarr to leave it for a longer time in con- 
tact with the material to be disinfected-at 
Jeartanhour. The only advantage which 
this solution has over the chloride of lime 
solution consists in the fact that it is odor- 
less, while the odor of chlorine in the sick- 
room is considered by some persons objec- 
tionable. The cost is a little over 2 cents a 
gallon the corrosive sublimate costing 60 or 
TO cento a pound, and the permanganate 
About the same. It must be remembered 
tLat this solution is highly poisonous. It is 
crooer, alto, to call attention to the fact 
that it will injure lead pipes if paasad 
through them in considerable quantities.

DISINFECTION OF THE SICK-ROOM. 


In the sick-room no disinfectant can tak. 


tbe place of free ventilation and cleanliness, 
It is an axiom in sanitary science that it to 
Impracticable to disinfect an occupied 
apartment for the reason that disease 
germs are not destroyed by the presence in 
the atmosphere of any known disinfectant 
in respirable quantity. Bad odors may to 
neutralized, but this does no»TO°8tlt°ifl 
dlf9 
infection in the sense in which the term « 
here used. These bad odors are, for tha 
most part, an indication of want of cleanli- 
ness, orof proper ventilation, and it what- 
terto turn contaminated air out of the -fin- 
dow, or up the chimney, than «« attempt to 
purify it by the use of volatile chemical 
agente, such as carbolic acid, chlorine, etc., 
which are all more or less offensive to tue 
sick, and are useless so *ar as disinfection— 
properly so-called—is concerned. 


BEDDING AND CLOTHING. 
When an apartment whtehhas been oc 


cupied by a person sick with an infections 
disease is vacated it should be disinfected. 
Heavy dothing. ^ifatota, J»Mta«, and 
other articles whicn cannot tie treatea wit* 
solutions should be opened and exposed dur 
ine fumigation as directed below. Close 
the room as tightly as possible, place 
sulphur in iron pans supported upon bricks 
placed in washtubs containing a little water, 
set it on fire by hot coals or with the aid of 
a sooonful of alcohol, and allow tne room to 
re-nain closed for twenty-four hours. 


For a room about ten feet square, at leasl 


three pounds of sulphur should be used; for 
larger rooms, proportionally larger quanti- 
ties. Heavy woolen clothing, silks, fur*, 
stuffed bed-covers, beds, and other woo.en 
articles which cannot be treated with tha 
t no solution, should be hung in the room 
during 
fumigation, their surfaces thor 


oughly exposed and pockets turned inside 
out 
Afterward they should bo bung in the 


open air, beaten, and shaken. Pillows, beds, 
stuffed mattresses, upholstered furniture 
etc. should be cut open, the contents spread 
out and thoroughly fumigated. Carpets ar 
best fumigated on the floor, but shoul< 
afterward be removed to the open air and 
thoroughly beaten. 


CLEANSING THE CHEVICES. 


After the sulphur fumigation all surfaom 


should be thoroughly washed with a solntio 
made by adding four ouifces of standard 
solution No. 4 to the gallon, or one pint to 
four gallons of water. The walls and ceil- 
inc if plastered, should be brushed over 
with this solution, after which they should 
be whitewashed with a lime wash. Especial 
care must be taken to wash away alldust 
from window-ledges and other places when) 
it may have settled, and to thoroughly 
cleanse crevices and out-of-the-way places. 
After this application of the disinfecting 
solution, and an interval of twenty-four 
hours or longer of free ventilation, the floon 
and woodwork should be well scrubbed with 
soap and hot water, and this sbajnld be fol- 
lowed by a second prolonged exposure tc 
fresh air, admitted through open doors ana 
windows. 


FOOD AND BRINK. 


It is well established that cholera and 


typhoid fever are very frequently, and per- 
haps usually, transmitted through the me! 
mm of infected water or articles o£ food, 
and especially milk. Fortunately we have 
a simple means at hand for disinfecting such 
infected fluids. This consists in the applica- 
tion 
of heat The boiling temperafcur« 


maintained for half an hour kills all known 
disease germs. So far as the germs ol 
cholera, yellow fever, and diphtheria are 
concerned, there is good reason to believe 
that a temperature considerably below taa 
boiling 
point 
of 
water 
will 
destroy 


them. 
But 
in 
order 
to 
keep 
on 


the 
safe 
side 
it 
is 
best 
not 
to 


trust anything short of the boiling point (212 
depress F) when the object is to disinfect 
food or drink which is open to the suspicion 
of containing the germs of any infectious 
disease. 
. , 
During the prevalence of an epidemic ol 


cholera it is well to boil all water for drink- 
ing purposes. After boiling, the water may 
be filtered, if necessary to remove sediment, 
and than cooled with pure ice if desu-oJ. 


A bheet of filtering paper, such as drug- 


gists use, and a glass or tin funnel, furnishes 
the best mean? for filtering water on a small 
scale for drinking purposes. A frash sheet 
of paper is to be used each day.

ter will make a suitable solution for the dis- 
infection of clothing. The articles to be dis- 
infected must be thoroughly soaked with the 
disinfecting solution and left in it for at 
least two hours, after which they may be 
wrung out and sent to the wash. Before 
dropping the clothing into the solution add 
enough of standard solution No. 1 or No. 3 
to destroy the purple color; a small quan- 
tity will be sufficient. 


Clothing may also be disinfected by im- 


mersion for two hours in a solution made by 
diluting standard solution No. 1 ifith nine 
parts of water—one gallon in tea 
This so- 


lution is preferable for general use, es- 
pecially during the prevalence of epidemics, 
en account of the possibility of accidents 
from the •poisonous nature of the standard 
eolation No. 4. When diluted as directed 
tais solution may, however, be used without 
danger from poisoning through the medium 
of clothing immersed -n it, or by absorption 
through the hands in washing. A poison- 
ous dose could scarcely be swallowed by 
mistake, owing to ths metallic taste of the 
solution, and the considerable quantity 
which would te required to produce a fatal 
iccult— at least half a pint

Y VIRTUE OF THE POWER CONFEBBED

Bat though the appearance of the prairie 


may change from hour to hour, the waving 
grasa is ever the same. So, also, is our 
fundamental idea in education. 


Tp America the followers of Froebel 


looked for the field of their richest harvest, 
and the new education has been implanted 
in our soil with strong, deep roots. It 
needs for its full development the free, 
rich soil of America, where no absorbing 
weeds have ever been grown, and no vital 
elements have ever been wasted. 


Frosbel, in his efforts, w»s compelled to 


struggle 
against 
jealous aristocracies, 


ngaiust a government that feared lost of 
power from h'.s mceess, against petrified, 
uelf-sufficient teachers, against the indif- 
ference of the masses themselves. _ Not so 
among us. The new education ia here, 
and here to stay. It cannot be uprooted. 
To try it would be to meet the fate of 
Thor, told io the Scandinavian legend. 
Thor, when trying conclusions witb, the 
giants, was bidden lift a cat from the 
ground. 
He stooped, grasped the out 


and worked with all bis might to raise it 
But the higher he lifted the more tbe oat 
stretched, and the firmer its hold upon the 
ground. Thor stood erect and yet the 
creature clung with its claws to the earth. 
And had Thof been one of the giants he 
could never have dipengaged it. So the 
very attempt to uproot tbe new education 
would serve only to increase its tenure 
upon our land Our Government banes 
its success upon tbe enlightenment of the 
people. 
We have no aristocracy to feel 


j«aluus of an inferior class; our teacher*, 
are eager for progress; our people take a 
deep interest in educational mhttern. 


America, with all her faults, bid* fair to 


prove irn« the pruphttio word", "Time's 
noblest offsuring is the last." Her freaka, 
her distempers, 
her 
precocities, 
her 


cbarmsonnDot be wondered at, when we 
tbiult of her youth and bur wonderfnl 
vitality. But beneath all theie cutwar.1 
appearances, these "airy undulations" and 
"rounded billows," inert is a vast sub- 
stratum of pritirie soil; aud beneatn her 
ever outwardly changing educational views, 
tbe enlightenment of the people IB Nature's 
true way is the prime object. 


This country Is yet, ss it has ever been, 


tho haven of all peopb. Under its broad 
canopy of rest and peace, they have come 
to set>k a living. 
It ia not snrpr.siog, 


therefore, that tbe popular craze should be 
for the practical in education. 


In considering tbe subject there are two 


principal points: 
First, in what shoald a practical educa- 


tion consist? 


Second, the value of a practical educa- 


tion. 
If we define practical education as a 


means for earning a living, perhaps special 
education in any one line would do; but it 
practical education be defined as that 
which is capuble of being turned to account, 
a high degree of general education before 
tbe special is eminently practical, inas- 
much as it broadens aod heightens u man's 
possibilities. Psychology tnrows this light 
on tbe problem as it proves that tbe higher 


tnal development, thought labor degrading. 
Hence, hand in hand with their mental 
culture went jMim»n slavery. The Ameri- 
can, as a nation of freemen, must lift 
manual training from this slave condition, 
as they have lifted the slaves. By working 
in clay, wood, and iron, the material 
world is constantly kept iu mind, and ex- 
alted ideas of labor are gained. We must 
s»rve as well as be served. Thus tbe 
equality between the individual* of a free 
nation is preserved. 
Manual training also developes the in- 


ventive powers. While America, with na 
such training, exceeds all other countries 
in inventions and mechanical excellence, 
with it—what limit to her possibilities? 


The value of a practical education cau 


be seen at a glance. It enables a man to 
go out into th» world, take his place among 
other men, and be of active service. Some 
will say that it dwarfs tbe powers, butwe 
have seen that it develops them. They 
will say, again, that it implies drudgery, 
and we should npt seek drudgery when 
we may obtain culture. It m better to be 
amountair lake than a mill-pond; better 
o be educated for the ideal than for the 
real. But who ever realizes his ideal? 
Tbeu let us idealize our real. 
Ibe mill-pond, though it be a drudge, 


hag it* waters from heaven and its gleato 
from its f.nn, and can bold the staves in 
its bosom as well a* the lake which has no 
currents to keep it fresh and pure. 


Now tbe question arisen. How can we 


idealize our real? How can we keep the 
mortal body from ruling too much over 
the immortal spirit? Must we forego all 
culture because we must be drudges? Let 
us answer with Mr. Gannett, who gives so 
much inspiration on this subject, "No." 


Culture implies college, but a college is 


not always on our programme. Culture 
implies leisure, elegance, a pocket-book. 
These we have not. How then are we to 
gain culture? Throagh the actual drudg- 
ery which cannot be escaped. Through 
the incessant go, go, from morning till 
uigbt come tbe indnpenaBbles of character. 
Through the doing of one thing sgain and 
again comes culture. Like geometry there 
is no royal road to it. Thus the rich and 
poor alike gain punctuality, accuracy, 
perseverenc?, Melt-denial and all the funda- 
mentals that underlie success. 


We get them somewhat as the fields and 


valleys gel their1 grass. Whence is it that 
ihe lines of river, and meadow, aud hill, 
and lake, and shore conspire to day to 
make tbe landscape beautiful? 
Only by 


long chiaelings and steady pressures, 
only by ages of glacier crash and grind, 
by scour of floods, by centuries of storm 
and sun. These rounded the bills, ami 
scooped the valley-curves, and mellowed 
tbe soil for meadow grace. The*e was 
little grace in the operation, had we been 
there to watch. It was drudgery all over 
the land. Mother Nature was down on 
her knees doing her early acmbbing-work. 
That was yesterday; to day the result of 
scrnbbing-work, we have the laughing 
landscape. Now what is liue^of the earth, 
is troe of each man aud woman on the 
earth." Tbe result of Mother Nature's 
work shows her to be an nrtint, nod thopgb 
a drugs, a cultured drudge. It shows us 
that with all our drudgery, we, too, can 
be artists. "If bat a raindrop iu a shower, 
each can, at leas», be a perfect drop; if 
but a leaf in whole June, each oun bs a' 
least a perfect leaf." Then let tjs praise 
a practical e location, which seems to 
leal us only to drudgery, «ud lift up our 
voices in a beatitude to this very drudgery, 
the secret of all success. "Blessed be 
drudgfiry."

In our free educational in- 
stitutions are inculcated those ideas 
and principles which elevate and 
adorn the mind, and lay deep founda- 
tions of liberty and justice, against 
which all the forces of ignorance and 
superstition shall beat in vain. 


In the absence of our worthy Presi- 


dent of the University, it becomes my 
duty to present, on behalf of the 
Board of Regents and the Faculty, 
diplomas in the business and normal 
departments to those studeuts who, 
by continued service and advancement, 
seem entitled to recognition.

endent upon soul activity. We prize the 
loughts of others, bat we prize oar own 
tenants to think, more. 
This power is 


ertainly nourished by general education, 
oal activity finds expression iu numerous 
ractical ways. For its development man 
as more resources, and thereby is not 
ompelled to seek one means of support, 
[e can do better what be has to do, and is 
ot dependent upon one set of conditions. 
It is unfortunate that practical educa- 
ion has been narrowed down by some, to 
b* meaning of work with tbe bauds—mere 
manual labor. Practical education simply 
Deludes thi?, and does not consist of it 
wholly. We need men to build our houses, 
tut before they can do the building an ar 
ohiteot must plan the work. It is not so 
much work with the hands as intelligent 
lirective or planning power that is neede.J 
and this is largely derived from genera 
education. 


After general education, special edaca 


tion fitting for tha life work may be pur 
sued. 
But there should be no haste t 


enter a trade. Life is long enough to ac 
complish much without entirely foregoin 
some preparation for its grave duties. 


The most important demand now bein 


made in the name of practical education i 
for manual training. This should not b 
eonstrnc-d as meaning that oar schools ar 
to be turned into workshops i nd kitchens 
The little tots that come to the kindergar 
ten are not to commence troe training fo 
carpenters or maids-of-all woik. Manna 
training is not to substitute intellectua 
training. It ia to supplement it. 


Manuol training cultivates in a high d 


gree tbe expressive powers, brsidns bt>io 
valuable as a means of physical cultnr 
And practical results from experiments 
schools prove that it is exceedingly impo 
tant an a means of moral culture. Tbe 
downfall of some of the greoteat nations on 
tbe earth may be traced, iu part, to tbe 
absence of manual training.

enacted establishing the University 
and locating it at the town of Elko. 
This udection of the location proved 
unfortunate; • the students attending 
were few; the interest elicited was 
slight; the institution languished, and 
after long yearn of comparative failure 
a change' seemed unavoidable. At 
the twelfth session of the Legislature, 
iu 1885, a law was enacted removing 
the University to Reno, and Hon. L. W. 
Getchel, J. H Rand and H. Q. Shaw 
were elected Regents, who removed 
the furniture 
and apparatus, pur- 


chased the present grounds and caused 
to be erected the present building, 
completing the first floor only. In 
1886 instruction was resumed at the 
University under Prof. J. W. McCam- 
mon and A. H. Willis. At the thir- 
teenth session of the Legislature Hon. 
0. C. Stevenson, John M. Dormer and 
W. C. Dovey were elected Regents, 
who, being State officers with duties 
to perform as such and being residents 
remote from the University, were un- 
able to give it that attention which 
they earnestly desired. They, how- 
ever, completed the building, pur- 
chased ' additional territory, entirely 
reorganized the faculty, and the Gov- 
ernment having establibhed an Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, it was 
located at the grounds and the soil 
placed at its service. At the same 
session of the Legislature the advo- 
cates of a State Normal School, with 
the able support of the Hon. Wm. M. 
Stewart and others, succeeded in es- 
tablishing a normal department at the 
University. .The most active oppo- 
nents of this measure were friends 
of the University, who seemed to fear 
that it would undermine University 
principles. But, qt present, their 
fears would seem to have been ground- 
less, and it is generally conceded that 
it has not detracted from the Univer- 
sity, either in its individrality, its 
usefulness or its dignity. At the. last 
general election the people for the first 
time' elected the Board of Regents, 
consisting of Hon. T. H. Wells, K. T. 
George and H. L. Fish. Judge Wells 
having b,een. appointed to a luc- 
rative position resigned and Hon 
Trenmor'Coffin was appointed to fill 
the vacancy. Mr. Coffin is with us in 
the spirit but has thus far, on account 
of bodily infirmaties, been unable to 
meet with us. 
During its brief au- 


thority, the Board has made extensive 
improvements on the grounds; has ap- 
pointed specialists at the station, and 
has an additional building in cour&e of 
completion. 
During the present year 


one hundred and forty-three students 
have been enrolled; general harmony 
has prevailed; and now at the close of 
the school year we are happily met in 
department graduation. 
Of course it 


is understood that \\e are not at the 
present time issuing diplomas for a 
complete University course, and may 
not do so for years to come 
It is also 


understood that the children of the 
"model class" are not enrolled stu- 
dents of the University—although we 
must say that more bright, intellec- 
tual, promising youths cannot be found 
anywhere or at any time.
